Prof. Halsey of the Lake Forest 
nniversity, the other day, gave the 
hypocritical capitalist morality a 
solar plexus pundi. 

He said that we are still living in 
a barbaric age, that polygamy flour¬ 
ishes on all aides of ns. )fany of 
our prominent men wlx>, on the sur¬ 
face, he said, pretend to live in a 
nurried state, are in reality poly¬ 
gamists, if the truth were known. 

’The standard of conduct and the 
natural trend of society today was 
toward polygamy. Tlie advance to¬ 
ward monogamy or marriage was 
very slow and painful, said Prof. 
Halsey. 

The various attempts of society 
to pretend it was living in a state 
of monogamy were ridiculed by 
Prof. Halsey on the ground tlut it 
was a very poor imitation. 

The best example of the existence 
of polygamy, be said, was to be 
proven by the "red light" district 
in Qiicago. 'This was admitted bv 
the authorities to be a XECE^- 
SARY EVIL which was proof posi¬ 
tive of his statement. Ttien again, 
he said, there were fasliionable clubs 
in Giicago, maintained in these “red 
light” districts by prominent men 
socially and otherwise. And he

Modem Industry PUnletd. 

In spite of Ihe orguniutiun of 
tmsts* pools und combioationt, the 
capitalista are pt.ivcrlcss lo rf-golstc 
prodnetion (or aocisi ends. Imlns- 
triea are largely conducted in a plan- 
Icst manner. Tlimugh perioda of 
feverish activity the strength and 
health of the workers are uiereilessly 
undermined, and during periods of en¬ 
forced idleness the workers are fre¬ 
quently reduced to starvation.^ 

The climaaci of this chaotic sys¬ 
tem of prodactjo:i sre the regularly 
recurring indastri..! depressions and 
crises which paralyze the nation every 
fifteen or twenty years. 

In its mad and rcekless race for 
profits the capitaii-t class it bound 
to exploit the v.tkers lo the yery 
limit of their end.-rance and to sac¬ 
rifice their physkal, moral and men¬ 
tal welfare to ita -.wn insatiable greed. 
Capitalism keeps th* masses of work¬ 
ingmen in poTcriy, c<. tilution, phys¬ 
ical exhanstion and ig.'turance. It 
‘ I their wive- from their homes 


ithing Ihe capitalist system. But in 
abolishing the present system, the 
workingmen will free not only their 
own class, but also all other cUase> 
of mc^ern society; The small farmer, 
who it today exploited by large cap¬ 
ital more indirectly bat not lets ef- 
(eclively than ia ihe wage laborer; the 
small manufactorer aqd trader, who 
if engaged in a desperate and losing 
struggle (or economic independence 
in the face of the all-cunuuering 
power of coiKemralcd capital; and 
even the capitalist himself, who is 
the slave of bia wealth, rather than its 
master. The slrnggle of Ihe working 
clasa against the capitalist clait, whib 
K it a cls;.< struggle, is thus at the 
aame time a struggle for the aboir 
tion of all classca and clast privi- 
leges. 

Must Conquer thu Political Power. 

The private ownership of the land 
and meant of production used (or 
exploitation, it Ihe rock upon which 
class rule is built; political govern¬ 
ment is its indispensable instrument 
The wage workers cannot be freed 
from exploitation without conquer¬ 
ing the political power and substitui 
iiig cuUcctive and drmsicratic admin¬ 
istration for private ownership of Ihe 
land and the nfrans of production 
nsed for exploitation. 

The basis for soch transformation 
ia rapidly developing within the very 
bosom of present capitalist society 
The factory system, with its immense 
machinery and minute dhiibin of la 
bor. is rapidly destroying all vestiges 
of indivklnal production in manutsc 
ture. Modern production it alreath 
very largely a collectiie and social 
proects, white the great trails and 
monopolies whkh have tprung up in 
recent years have had the cSect of or 
gknizir.g the work and management of 
some of our main iiiUuitnrs on s 
national scale, and fitting them for 
national use and operation. 

An .End to Class Rule 

In the struggle (or fiecdom the m- 
ierests of the workers --f all nati. ii- 
are identical. The struggle is not 
only na nal, but internalloual. It 
embraces the world and still be ear 
ried lo nltimate vinory by the united 
workers of the world. 

To unite the workers of Ihe -na¬ 
tion and their allies and syuipaihizrr* 
of all oth ; elaites to this end, is the 
mlttion (he Socialist. In this bat¬ 
tle lor freedom Ihe Socialist more- 
meol does not strive to aubaiilnle 
workiug class rate (or capitalist class 
rtdc, hat by working class v-iciory ts 
free all humanity from eisss mte and 
lo realize the intetai tH/nal brotber- 
hood of roan. 


Human life depends upon food, 
clothing and abelter. Only when 
theae are assured are freedom, cul¬ 
ture and higher human development 
poeaible To produce food, clothing 
and ibaltcr, land and machinery are 
netded. Laud by itaell doca not aat- 
iafy human needa.

Today the machinery and the land

irity. So long as machinery it sim¬ 
ple and eaaily handled by one man,| 
It doca not make ht owners so power- 
•ol that they can dominate the sources 
of life of others. But when machin¬ 
ery becomes more and more com- 
vlex and expensive, and requires (or 
la eStetive operation the organized 
-fort of many worktrt. fit mfliierice 
'cacliea over wider and wider circles 
>f life. The ownert of such machin¬ 
ery b«omc the dominant class; 

Thu Masses In Sabjuetion. 

In proportion ai Ihe number of 
vneh machine owners compared to 
lU other classes decreases, their 
power in the nation and in the world 
increases. They bring ever larger 
masses of working people under their 
tontrol, reducing them to the point 
where muscle and brain arc their 
vnly productive property. Millions 
of (orroetly self-employing workers 
thus become the helpless wage ilavtJ 
of the industrial mavtert. 

The more the economic power of

ful docs It become in the life of the 
nation. 'The overwhelming bulk of 
the useful work of the nation falls 
upon the shoulders pf the classes that 
either have no other productive prop¬ 
erty but their manual and mental la¬ 
bor power —the wage workers—or

lars a Sunday, through his period 
of big league fame, and on to the 
day when q stiffened veteran, he 
drifts out Iff the bush league team 
to which his bosses have relegated 
him, he is never a free ^(It. He 
must play where the national com¬ 
mission orders, ami for the salaiy 
his manager sees fit to give. If he 
shows such ability that his serv¬ 
ices are worth a purchase price to a 
team higher up, the money 
not to him, whose native ability 
made it, but to the manager who 
discovered him. 

The system which makes this 
slavery is too complicated for de¬ 
scription here; let me simplify. The 
leagues are divided into "Major”— 
which means the National and the 
American—and classes AA, A, B, 
C and D. Under certain restric¬ 
tions as to numbers and seasons, 
each “league higher up" has the 
privilege of drafting players from 
the league bebw'. Qass A teams 
may /draft from classes B, C and D, 
and the major league teams from 
them all—first come first served.

These latter ileitis | 
are special reeti|ils from which the ilcficit is met 
and front which the cost of pitblishiiii' new iKoks 
and the iiaynirnt of new machinery is provided.

The knowledge of tbeao Ideaa la of vital Inlereat to tbe Soclallat Books, 
liamphlela, ele.. rrprnwnt the Ideas of tbeir rrapeetlve times and bavt In 
tnm Influenced tbe Ideaa of tboae times. Of course we have blatorlea of 
civlllutlon and of llleralure, but no dlgeid or comment can give tba Idaas 
of any author or thinker ao well aa be can gtra them blmaelf In hla own 
language.

Egyptian Hook of tbe Dead and Hymn to the Nile, tbe Veillc Ilynms of tba 
nrahmaiia, tbe Lawa of Mami, tba writings of tbe Biiddhiata, and of tba,-i 
Persian Eoroatter, and tbe Hayings of Confuelua. Here we have repr?* 
aented all the ancient rellgloiia of the world. Tbe rompariaon of IbeM’u 
with the earliest bouka of the Old Testament la very IntercaUog aa well an .v 
Inatmctlve. 

Volume It takes op tbe Ideas of Groeea. Its Initltutlona and pblloaophlao 


from Plato to Eptrnroa. Volume III eonlalna tbe blatory of tba dvUlsa- 
llou of Rome aa gtren by tba lUnun blatoriana, and aelectloiu from tba 
greatest Roman writers. Tbe fourth and fifth voinmea give tbo Ideas of 
tbe .Middle Ages and of Uw great lupolar movements of tbe fifteenth and 
alxleenlh emtorlca. Then follow tbe political and seteoUfle writings of 
tbe oubaequeot ages down to our own era. And all tbla la given In tbe very

-A Compariaon of Municipal 
and Pr'vata Ownerablp,- by tba Oammlaaioner of Labor, 18 M. Fifth, an 
eaaay on -Engllab State Clallam,- by U. TV. Macroaty, of tbe Eogllab 
l-ablan Society.
